FOR years the argument 
has raged, pro and con, 
about the killing of Wil- 
liam Bonney, "Billy the Kid." 
Was he killed by Pat Garrett 
at Fort Sumner? Was there 
only a mock-killing, mock- 
burial? 

On one side is the story of Pat 
Garrett, backed by such sub- 
stantial citizens as the late John 
W. Poe of Roswell, New Mexico, 
who served as Garrett's deputy 
and was later sheriff of Lincoln 
County. 

Others maintain that Gov- 
ernor Lew Wallace and Pat 
Garrett staged an act in Fort 
Sumner that moonlit July night 
of 1881, to give the Kid a chance 
to start life over again.

close friends. 

If this were true, Billy the 
Kid would now (1938) be 
seventy-eight years old, very 
close to Trail's End. And if this 
(to me incredible) tale is true, 
Billy may yet be identified on 
his death bed. Or we may even 
see his own story — told to some 
reporter, in the fashion so popu- 
lar today. 

But — most of us in the South- 
west are confident that Gar- 
rett's bullet killed the Kid. And 
on the 13th of the month, 
too!
